Good Settlement Prospects 

Mr. Doughty said that he expected 
to see many new settlers come into 
the irrigation block next year. The 
company was receiving many enquir- 
ies from prospective gettlers, and 
a number of them have recently 
visited the project and were greatly 
surprised at the extent of the devel- 
opment and the excellence of the 
crops grown there. 

To the new settler the company 
gives free use of the land for one 
year, and in the case of land that 
was previously farmed, the settler 
gets free use of the land for two 
years. , 

Farmers are Prospering 

As an indication of the prosperity 
that is making itself evident in the 
irrigation project, the speaker said 
Deen trem this year cOme 
prompily and voluntarily with» the 
payment of-their annual instalments, 

An_.excellent crop had beeh grown 
throughout the irrigation block this 
year, and all farmers had done well 
on the harvest returns, 

Sees Bright Future 

In conclusion Mr. Doughty said 
that there lay ahead ah era of pros- 
pefity for the irrigation project. 
There was now a feeling of ~ much 
greater stability than there had 
been in the past, and the future 
held forth bright prospects,

principally Wheat, with a éonsider- 
able amount of rye making up the 
balance. The estimate includes grain’ 
loaded at the two sidings of Hants, 
fuct west of Bassano, and Lathom, 
Just east, as well as that shipped 
through the elevators at Bassano. 

The two local elevators, the Alber- 
ta Pacific under the management of 
G. 8. Warren, and the Ogilvie, with 
C. W. Hayes in charge, have been 
busy all fall in handling the dig 
crop. Some grain is still coming 
in, but the roads are bad for hauling 
and there is no threshing now being 
done, so the amount being hauled is 
small, 

It is estimated that about thirty- 
five or forty thousand bushels of 
wheat are still to be threshed in 
the vicinity of Lathom and Bassano. 

Practically all the first wheat to 
reach the elevators at the beginning 
of the threshing season graded No. 1 
Northern, but later when the stand- 
ing stooks were drenched with fre- 
quent rains, the grade dropped to 
‘No, 2. About 70 per cent of the 
wheat already shipped out graded 
No. 2 Northern; 20 per cent No. 3;

He has a herd of good 
grade Holsteins that averaged 498.6 
pounds of butter fat according to 
cow test association records in 1926. 
His receipts for cream increased 
from $960.90 in 1918, to $1,841.96 in 
1925, although the price was lower 
in the latter year. At the same 
time his feed bill decreased $385. He 
had improved his cows by weeding 
and breeding, and he was growing 
crops on his farm better suited to 
milk production. As a result he 
was getting more money and spend- 
ing less. His headliners as milk 
crops are alfalfa and corn silage. 
The grain, consisting of corn, oats 
and barley, he supplements with 
purchased concentrates to bring up 
the protein. But it was not alone 
good dairying that paid for this 
farm. It was good dairying plus 
diversification. Notice the sources 


of income in 1925. —Butterfat 
$1,841.96; hogs $1,146.29; cattle 
$406.96; eges $438.96; poultry 
$197.54; wheat, $181.09; potatoes 


$375.83; a gross income of $4,589.65. 
This leaves a nice margin of $3,063.77 
to keep the family and pay on the 
mon‘gage after the total expenses of 
$1,585.98 are deducted. This Wis- 
consin story demonstrates a truth 
that has often ‘been explained, that 
extreme speculation in seldom pro- 
fitable on the dairy farm. It takes 
several sources to insure the maxi- 
mum income. This is.true in Al- 
berta ag well ag in Wisconsin.

(aparimental Farms Note) 

It has been the custom to 
four square feet of floorspace per 
bird in the laying house, and houses 
20 x 20 feet or 16 x 32 feet are recom- 
mended for -100 hens. In actual 
practice slightly less space is often 
allowed, especially where birds of 
the lighter breeds are kept. The 
space required wer bird diminishes 
as the amount of floor space in the 
house increases, an area of only 
three square feet per bird being not 
uncommon in large houses. 

Poultry houses are, with very few 
exceptions, of frame construction. 
As a measure of permanence and 
cleanliness concrete floors are reco- 
mmended and if properly built on a 
foundation of loose stone or cinders 
to facilitate drainage, are most ec- 
onomical in the long run. Where 
temperatures range below zero a 
straw loft is advisable since mois- 
ture from ithe birds tends to con- 
dense upon the cold roof over their 
heads and severe colds may result. 
The straw loft is supported by 1 x 8 
inch boards, one inch apart, nailed 
to the under side of the joists and 
hinged in several sections to allow 
for easy cleaning and renewal of 
the straw. A depth of from six to 
eight inches of straw is sufficient 
under ordinary circumstances for an 
efficient loft. As large an area as 
possible is left open in front to give 
the maximum amount of ventila- 
tion duning warm weather. An open- 
ing at least four feet in’ height and 
running the entire length of the 
house is recommended, the bottom 
half closed in by windows and the 
top wired and supplied with cotton
